LIFE-CHANGING surgery for cerebral palsy sufferer Evie-Lou Har¬ 
rington is being switched to America with fundraisers now working 
against the clock. 

For the last 12 months family members and supporters had a £30,000 target for the 
‘Evie’s Dream’ fund but with that goal now achieved they need another £20,000. 

Evie-Lou, from Llangynog, who celebrated her fifth birthday on November 5, has severe 
cerebral palsy and is unable to stand or walk. 

She is to undergo an operation called selective dorsal rhizotomy - a neurosurgical tech¬ 
nique used to treat spasticity and provide increased muscle tone in the lower limbs. 

Plans for the operation to go-ahead in Bristol have been hit by a growing waiting list and 
the fact that the youngster’s condition is changing.

£3.14m plans 
for school 
are unveiled 

DETAILED plans for the building of Shrop¬ 
shire’s first all-through school have gone 
out for public consultation. 

The £3.14 million St Martins School cam¬ 
pus will accommodate 210 primary aged 
pupils, 450 secondary age students and a 30- 
place nursery when it is built. 

The school, which serves children aged 
from three to 16, actually opened in Septem¬ 
ber after a controversial merger between 
the village’s Rhyn Park secondary school 
and its Ifton Heath primary school. 

But classes are continuing to run on both 
school sites until a new larger school cam¬ 
pus is built on the Rhyn Park site. 

Shropshire Council has now lodged a 
planning application for the new school 
which it hopes to have built and ready to 
open by September 2014. 

A design and access statement submitted 
in support of the bid said: “The extensions 
will provide new primary accommodation - 
three classrooms, a nursery and children’s 
centre - and a new main entrance and staff 
accommodation. In the centre of the school, 
located near to the halls, is ‘hub’. This is 
intended to be the heart of the school and be 
used by all age groups. This will house the 
shared facilities such as the library, ICT and 
group working spaces.”

“Evie now needs hamstring and calf 
lengthening operations too as she is growing 
all the time and that means we can’t wait 
the 10-12 months for the operation in this 
country,” said her mother Donna Hender¬ 
son. 

“She is booked to have the operation at 
the St Louis Children’s Hospital in Missouri 
in February so we have until the end of Jan¬ 
uary to raise the extra money. 

“We need to pay £45,000 for the opera¬ 
tion, which now also includes hip surgery, 
and a further £5,000 for the follow-up proce¬ 
dures such as physiotherapy. 

Supportive 

“People have been unbelievably support¬ 
ive,” she said. “We received a cheque for 
£3,000 this week and that took us over the 
£30,000 target we had originally set. 

“I can’t thank people enough for their 
support. This operation will change the 
quality of Evie’s life completely.” 

Evie-Lou was diagnosed at the age of 20 
months when her parents Donna Hender¬ 
son and Paul Harrington became increas¬ 
ingly concerned about her slow 
development. 

The procedure requires intensive post¬ 
operative physiotherapy and neither the 
operation nor physiotherapy are generally 
available on the NHS. 

Communities and organisations have 
been organising fundraising events for the 
last 12 months. Events taking place in the 
next month include a fundraiser at St Mar¬ 
tins, a Snowdon walk, a childrens’ wellie 
walk in Oswestry and a sponsored walk 
around Lake Vyrnwy. 

“We are now within touching distance,” 
said Donna. “This just has to happen now.” 

In preparation for the trip the Ysgol 
Penant, Penybontfawr pupil has been trav¬ 
elling to Scotland for regular sessions w to 
help strengthen her condition.

Council ‘not 
to blame' 
for mud 
on roads 

POWYS County Council has 
said ‘don’t blame us’ for the 
state of our local roads 
which have become autumn 
hazards covered in mud. 

The council admits it has 
received an unusually high 
number of complaints, due 
to the wet summer softening 
the fields, but insists the 
responsibility to clean up 
lies with the farmer, not 
them. 

A spokesperson for the 
council said: “Powys is a 
rural county and it is 
inevitable that roads will get 
muddy, particularly in such 
a wet year. It is a farmer’s 
responsibility to make sure 
they clean roads after them¬ 
selves and most take that 
responsibility seriously. 

“If problem areas are 
reported to the council or 
discovered by highway 
inspectors the council will 
ask the landowner to take 
action and if necessary clean 
the road. The cost of clean¬ 
ing will then be passed on to 
the landowner.” 

One council worker 
admitted that it had become 
a ‘headache’ this autumn 
and said the council was tak¬ 
ing some ‘unfair flak’. 

By law, any victim of a 
crash caused by mud on the 
road from agricultural vehi¬ 
cles could take legal action 
against the landowner. 

But as one farmer told us: 
“Every farmer I know does 
their best to clean up but 
there are one or two cases 
spoiling it for the rest of us.” 

FIFA ruling 
hits league 

SUNDAY football in the 
Oswestry area faces an 
uncertain future after a 
league was forced to cancel 
its entire fixture programme 
following a FIFA ruling on 
international clearance for 
players. 

Already, the Black Lion 
Colts have resigned from the 
Roche North Shropshire 
Sunday League over the sit¬ 
uation caused by a FIFA rul¬ 
ing while two other clubs, 
Oswestry Bell and the Oak 
Inn are contemplating their 
futures.

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A NEW Muslim centre planned for Oswestry 
will cost up to £250,000 to set up, officials 
behind the scheme have revealed. 

Members of Oswestry Muslim Society have already raised 
about £70,000 towards the cost of converting the town’s 
Oswald Road Fine Furniture store into a dedicated place of 
worship. And they hope to bring in further donations and 
raise more cash should their plans for the former 19th cen¬ 
tury Presbyterian church be 
given the blessing of plan¬ 
ners at Shropshire Council. 

It would end a 10-year 
wait by society members to 
find their own exclusive 
home. At the moment the 
society’s estimated 70 mem¬ 
bers meet at Eastern 
Oswestry Community Cen¬ 
tre for prayers every Friday 
afternoon and also for major 
religious festivals such as 
Ramadan and Eid-al-Fitr. 

Plans for the Oswald Road 
site include turning two 
areas of the lower ground 
floor into toilets, a washing 
facility and a kitchen and 
the upstairs turned into 
flats. 

George Miah, chief 
adviser of the society, said 
the full cost of transforming 
the store into a religious cen¬ 
tre would be about £250,000. 

He said: “For the past 10 
years or so we have tried to 
get a place to worship. It 
could be a place for sharing 
viewpoints, cultural differ¬ 
ences and understanding 
people. 

“Our children and female 
members can get together 
and invite the community 
for a cup of tea and to share 
our views.” 

He added the society had 
members in Oswestry and 
surrounding communities 
including Welshpool, St 
Martins, Llanymynech and 
Chirk. 

The current owners of the 
former church are looking to 
retire and the building is for 
sale. Shropshire Council 
hopes to determine the bid 
by January 11.

Bus shelter to 
be replaced at 
cost of £4,000 


COUNCILLORS in Oswestry have agreed to 
spend more than £4,000 on a new bus shel¬ 
ter in a bid to encourage more people to use 
public transport. 

The bus shelter in Willow Street will be 
replaced with a new structure after mem¬ 
bers of Oswestry Town Council agreed to 
spend £4,714 on new facilities. It comes after 
councillors received a number of complaints 
about the state of the existing shelter, which 
has been targeted by vandals and has a leak¬ 
ing roof. 

The shelter, which has been outside the 
post office on Willow Street for the past 
eight years, used to be the responsibility of 
Shropshire Council. But Oswestry Town 
Council agreed to take it on after the unitary 
authority offered a £3,000 capital grant to go 
towards bringing it back up to standard. 

Town councillors hope the new shelter 
will be more robust and easy to clean. Offi¬ 
cers are now working to get it installed and 
it is expected to be put in place by late Janu¬ 
ary. 

Martin Bennett, Oswestry town mayor, 
said: “The current shelter is in a pretty poor 
state and is very well used. 

“I am pleased the council has agreed to 
replace it. Hopefully it will be more suitable 
and it will prove to be a great benefit to all 
those people who use it. 

“It is a way of encouraging people to come 
into Oswestry if they haven’t got transport 
of their own transport. Not everybody has a 
car and if we want to encourage people to use 
public transport we have got to make it as 
pleasant as possible.” 


“They have been extensively renovated. 
Some internal walls have been taken out 
and we have replaced windows doors and 
the wiring and installed hi-spec kitchens 
and bathrooms. They are proving very pop¬ 
ular.” 

Mr Stanton said the project had been wel¬ 
comed not only by purchasers and tenants 
but also by the local community who wanted 
to see something positive done with the 
properties. 

“We are helping to lift standards in 
Weston Rhyn,” he said. 

The new life for Brookfields was wel¬ 
comed by local councillor Angela Bright. 

“When Shropshire Council sold the devel¬ 
opment, which had the nickname Cell Block 
H, it was the best thing that could have hap¬ 
pened in the area. 

“I went to look at the properties last year 
and I was horrified at the state of them. I 
would not have let a dog live in them,” she 
said. 

Phone crackdown 

MORE THAN 450 motorists in Mid Wales 
were caught on their phones while behind 
the wheel during a two-week crackdown. 

Dyfed Powys Police said it stopped 972 
people in the force area, with 454 in Powys 
alone during the campaign last month. 

The All-Wales Anti-Mobile Phone While 
Driving campaign aimed to raise awareness 
among motorists about the real dangers 
involved when drivers break the law 
through phoning or texting at the wheel.

LAWS dating back to medieval times could mean landowners in the 
Oswestry area are responsible for the repair of its parish church. 

The Charity Commission says the parochial church council of St Oswald’s has 12 months 
to investigate whether there are still ancient ‘tithes’, an ancient form of tax, that need to 
be cleared up in modern day law. 

And, while stressing that those now living on the land in the parish may be legally 
responsible, there are ways of ensuring that they are not suddenly faced with a large bill. 

The vicar, Reverend Simon Thorburn, said: “It seems that in the Middle Ages while the 


congregation kept most of the church in 
repair, maintenance of the chancel, the part 
of the church at the altar end where the 
priest traditionally sits, was the responsibil¬ 
ity of the parish priest. The priest could pay 
for the maintenance of the chancel out of the 
tithes paid by parishioners. 

“Often tithes were taken over by monas¬ 
teries who then became responsible for the 
chancel. When the monasteries were dis¬ 
solved by Henry VIII, their land passed to 
local landowners and they then received the 
tithes and so in turn became liable for the 
cost of repair to the chancel. 

“Tithes disappeared years ago, but the 
Government has decreed that any claim has 
to be registered by October 2013 or else it 
will lapse.” 

Retired solicitor Michael Limbrey who 
has been helping the church said: “ The 
Charity Commission says the PCC cannot 
give up the right to claim for chancel repairs 
without investigating it looking at old 
records to see what land had the liability.” 

Reverend Thorburn said: “I understand 
that it is possible to ask the Charity Commis¬ 
sion to approve the claim being dropped but 
in a handful of cases we may have to tell the 
property owners that we will be registering 
a claim. That does not mean the owner is 
being asked to pay anything. As far as we 
know the chancel of St Oswald’s is in good 
condition. The property owner is able to take 
out chancel repair liability insurance.”

Hospital gains

Nine of Matthew’s family and friends 
completed a sponsored triathlon in order to 
raise money for the hospital. 

The triathlon took place along the Mont¬ 
gomery Canal in Newtown, where they 
completed nearly 40 miles of bike riding, 
walking and canoeing. 

In total, Matthew’s family and friends 
raised a huge £1,400. 

Since being discharged from hospital, 
Matthew has been coming back to the 
orthopaedic hospital for further treatment 
and physiotherapy. 


“We need to name and shame the irre¬ 
sponsible dog owners, that is the only way 
we can stop it.

Mr George, Montgomeryshire AM, con¬ 
vinced the Welsh Government to review dog 
control orders earlier this month. 

He called the current Welsh regulations 
‘prescriptive and onerous’. He pointed out 
that in Wales notices were required on or 
near every piece of affected land governed 
by a dog control order while in England the 
notices were not required.

Crowds gather at canal for 
200-year-old lock upgrade

THEY were the motorways of the 1800s, transporting goods from one 
side of the country to the other as Britain was transformed by the 
industrial revolution. 

But while the use of canals these days is reserved for holidaymakers and boat fans, hun¬ 
dreds of people flocked to Welshpool to see how £38,000 is being spent on upgrading the 
200-year-old lock. 

The Canal and River Trust said it was spending the money on the lock, which manages 
part of the Montgomery Canal, as part of a £50 million upgrade to waterways across Eng-

land and Wales. 

The trust has installed two new gates 
weighing 3.6 tonnes at the lock, which holds 
about 80,000 gallons of water. 

Jim Forrester, partnership chairman of 
the North Wales & Borders region of the 
Canal and River Trust, said he was 
delighted that so much interest was shown 
in the lock, with more than 200 people in 
attendance at an open day last weekend 

He said: “As part of its first annual water¬ 
way maintenance programme, the Canal & 
River Trust invited members of the public 
to a behind-the-scenes look at Welshpool 
Lock to see the work required to protect the 
200-year-old waterway network. 

“The open day gave the people of Welsh¬ 
pool the opportunity to go inside the drained 
lock chamber to learn about the breadth of 
experience and skills required to undertake 
the maintenance work, and how the lock 
gates are craned in and out. 

“Powysland Museum, next to the lock, 
was also open on the day and ran heritage 
tours about local history.” 

The hidden history of the lock is being 
opened to the public this winter as part of 
the trust’s £50 million spend on conserva¬ 
tion and maintenance works across 2,000 
miles of waterways in England and Wales.

CHARITIES in Wales are up in arms this 


week over plans that would see their busi¬ 
ness rate relief cut for High Street shops. 

Several groups claim their shops will shut 
if the proposals go through.

MP speaks out against 
state regulation of Press

ENVIRONMENT Minister Owen 
Paterson has spoken out against 
the need for state regulation of 
the press, saying: “There is 
absolutely no need for it and the 
government should leave well 
alone.” 

The North Shropshire MP was speaking 
during talks with sister title the Shropshire 
Star’s editor Keith Harrison to discuss the 
possible outcome of the Leveson Inquiry. 

Lord Leveson is due to report his findings 
and recommendations today after a wide- 
ranging inquiry into press standards. 

Mr Paterson, along with Telford MP 
David Wright, South Shropshire MP Philip 
Dunne and Glyn Davies, MP for Mont¬ 
gomeryshire, met at the Shropshire Star’s 
Ketley head office to discuss possible out¬ 
comes from the report. 

It was commissioned by Prime Minister 
David Cameron in the wake of the News of 
the World phone hacking scandal. 

Lord Leveson and his panel of advisors 
heard evidence from witnesses including 
actors, politicians journalists and lawyers 
over 88 days, from November 14, 2011 to 
June 30 this year. 

Lord Leveson’s report is expected to 
include recommendations for the future reg¬ 
ulation of the press - including both national 
and local newspapers. 

This could include new statutory controls, 
an idea rejected by both Mr Paterson and Mr 
Davies, who said the press should be free of 
the state. 

Mr Paterson, the Environment Secretary, 
said: “I’m reminded of the words of Thomas 
Jefferson, the third president of the United 
States, who said in 1787 ‘Were it left to me to 
decide whether we should have a govern¬ 
ment without newspapers or newspapers 
without a government, I should not hesitate 
a moment to prefer the latter.’ 

“I go along with that wholeheartedly.” 

And he added: “What happened with the 
News of the World affair was a matter of law, 
not industry regulation.” 

He said he could not think of “anything

that would discredit politicians more” than 
to bring in state regulation. 

Mr Davies, MP for Montgomeryshire, 
agreed. He said: “My view is very clear that 
we do not want any form of statutory regu¬ 
lation.” He said if politicians began regulat¬ 
ing newspapers “it takes us on the road to a 
communist country”. He said he did not 
think “politicians should have their hands” 
in any control of the press. 

It is widely believed that Lord Leveson 
will call for a new press regulator backed by 
the law - although what that entails 
remains to be seen. 

The inquiry was set up after revelations 


that the News of the World commissioned a 
private detective to hack murdered school¬ 
girl Milly Dowler’s phone after her disap¬ 
pearance 10 years ago. 

During the talks Star editor Mr Harrison 
said it was important to distinguish 
between the worst behaviour of the national 
press and responsible local journalism that 
kept people informed with news from their 
councils and courts. 

He said: “It was good to have the opportu¬ 
nity to discuss this matter with our local 
MPs and we are grateful for their time. 

“Fundamentally, we are opposed to any 
form of state regulation and believe that our

journalists should be able to report without 
fear, favour or influence from politicians. 

“We understand - and share - the public’s 
anger over the disgraceful behaviour of some 
sections of the national press. 

“But it is important to recognise that 
these incidents involved only a tiny propor¬ 
tion of Britain’s thousands of working jour¬ 
nalists. Their wrong-doing was not a matter 
of regulation, it was a matter of criminality 
and the courts are now using existing laws to 
tackle these incidents. 

“A free press is the cornerstone of a free 
society and any form of state regulation can 
only undermine that principle.”

PROBLEMS WITH STAFF? 

Q: I run a small business and, until recently, I have never had any problems with my staff. An employee of mine recently walked out and is now threatening 
to take me to an employment tribunal. I do not see that there is any merit in the employee’s case but I have been told that I will not be able to recover my legal 
costs in defending the claim if his claim fails. Is that correct? 

A: The information you have been given is fairly accurate. The general rule in the employment tribunal is that each party pays his or her own legal costs 
regardless of the outcome. That said the employment tribunal does have the power to award costs against an unsuccessful party in certain circumstances 
including the bringing of a misconceived claim. The power to award costs is rarely exercised. Recent statistics show that more than 180,000 claims were 
made to the employment tribunal between 1 April 2011 and 31 March 2012 but only just over just over 600 cost orders were made. However, 81 % of those 
cost orders were made in favour of the employer. If your employee’s claim is truly misconceived then you could also ask the employment tribunal to order that 
he pay a deposit into the tribunal in order to continue with the claim. That may be usually sufficient to deter an unmeritorious claimant. 

It is the intention of the Government to introduce fees in employment tribunal proceedings next year. The fees will be payable by the claimant in the first 
instance. It is hoped that this will reduce the number of unmeritorious claims to the employment tribunal but whether it 
will actually do so remains to be seen.

Young drivers 
face losing cars 

SIX young Welshpool drivers have been 
warned they risk losing their cars if they are 
seen driving anti-socially again. 

The action against the drivers was taken 
by police following complaints of anti-social 
driving in and around Welshpool. Particular 
concern was expressed about car parks. 

Sergeant Jonathan Rees said: “As a result 
of these concerns officers have issued six 
young drivers with Section 59 Warnings 
under the Police Reform Act 2002. 

“This means that should these drivers be 
seen driving in an anti-social manner again 
their vehicles can be seized from them. 

“Together with partner agencies, we are 
going to continue to target this minority of 
drivers who use their vehicles in an anti¬ 
social manner and without consideration 
for other road users. 

“I’d ask members of the public to report 
incidents of anti-social driving to Welshpool 
Neighbourhood Policing Team by calling 
101 .” 


“The theft happened some time between 
November 2 and 4 at an address in Salop 
Road, Welshpool. 

“Keeping your bike safe is easy do, 
shouldn’t cost much but will spare the 
expense and inconvenience of having to deal 
with a stolen bike. Just following a few sim¬ 
ple steps will make it that much harder for 
thieves.” 

He said before people rode their bikes 
they should be registered at www.bikeregis 
ter.com mark their frame with their post¬ 
code in two separate locations, one of which 
should be hidden. People can also attach a 
‘Coded Cycle’ label to reduce the risk of 
making a bike a target for theft. 

Sgt Rees added: “Take a photograph of 
your bike and record your frame number 
and key details. This will help us to recover 
your bike if it is stolen. Whenever you need 
to leave you bike, make sure you lock it. 
Lock the frame and both wheels to a cycle 
stand or a strong immovable object, when¬ 
ever possible, lock your bike in a busy, well- 
lit and CCTV covered area.”

POLICE have defended their ‘Stop 
and Search’ tactic after a suspi¬ 
cious car passenger was found in 
possession of £2,300 worth of 
cocaine at Welshpool. 

Dyfed Powys officers swooped on a vehicle 
trying to avoid them in Welshpool traffic and 
a subsequent search uncovered the haul. 

It is the latest in a number of arrests made 
through the Stop and Search Policy which 
was introduced to clamp down on crime 
across the country’s largest police area. 

“This arrest shows quite clearly just how 
vital the power of Stop and Search is for us 
as a service,” said Superintendent Huw 
Meredith. 

“The police have the power to Stop and 
Search members of the community but only 
when there are reasonable grounds to do so. 

“There are several laws which allow offi¬ 
cers to stop a member of the public and 
search them, for example, if the search is 
related to the illegal possession of offensive 
weapons, controlled drugs, stolen property, 
or items which could be used to commit 
crime. 

“But quite rightly, there are many restric¬ 
tions placed on how the police use the power 
of Stop and Search. These are there as safe¬ 
guards.” 

Other recent Stop and Searches have 
resulted in arrests for anti-social behaviour 
as well as catching underage youngsters 
boozing. It has also caught out travelling 
criminals looking to swoop on the area.

“This is an unacceptable proposal which 
will affect far too many people, business 
owners and employees alike.”

Agent attacks homes plans 
letter-writing campaign 


DEVELOPERS behind controversial plans to build affordable homes 
in a picturesque canalside village say an ‘orchestrated’ mass letter¬ 
writing campaign does not prove the majority of residents are against 
the plan.

Nearly 70 objections have been lodged against the bid by applicant Mr P Speake to build 
seven homes, including three affordable properties, in Chirk Bank. 

Many of the objectors signed a pre-written letter of objection put together by the Chirk 

Bank Community Group which opposes the 
plan. 

Copies of the letter was posted through 
homes in the village and residents were 
urged to sign it and send it in to Shropshire 
Council as their own individual objection. 

Members of the community group are 
worried about the impact more homes 
would have on the village and say the letter 
campaign proves that at least a third of vil¬ 
lagers are against the bid. 

But planning agent Gavin Porritt, on 
behalf of the applicant, has written to 
Shropshire Council planning bosses in 
response to the letter campaign, saying the 
dozens of objections did not mean the com¬ 
munity was against the bid. 

He said: “A total of 69 objections have 
been received to the application, in the form 
of a ‘circular’ letter which we understand 
was delivered to all properties in the village. 

“There are a total of 221 properties in the 
village, so over 150 households have not 
responded to the circular letter. 

“We assume therefore that nearly 70 per 
cent of the village either have no strong view 
about whether the development happens, or 
they support it.” 

Mr Porritt added: “In conclusion, whilst 
there has been ‘orchestrated’ objection to 
this application, the benefits of the scheme 
are clear for all to see.” 

The planning agent said there was a ‘very 
good case’ for the development. 


Commissioner’s

Conservative Christopher Salmon was 
elected commissioner of Dyfed Powys Police 
last Friday and started work last Thursday.

The move, which will see 
improvement work continue 
until November 2013, will 
see the county reduce the 
total cost of street lighting 
but maintain standards. 

Cabinet members have 
agreed plans to buy new 
LED lights to replace exist¬ 
ing street lights and restore 
lights previously switched 
off when they adopted a new 
county-wide policy of street 
light management. 

Cabinet Member for Local 
and Environmental Serv¬ 
ices, Councillor Barry 
Thomas said: “The council 
has been using a number of 
methods including part- 
night lights, LED lights and 
turning off lamps to reduce 
the impact of energy cost 
increases and cut our carbon 
footprint. 

“The new policy limits the 
energy used to that of Sep¬ 
tember 2008. 

“We have now adopted a 
county-wide policy that will 
see a £1.4m investment car¬ 
ried out on the county’s 
infrastructure in a consis¬ 
tent way.” 

The policy will maintain 
costs within existing levels, 
restrict our carbon footprint 
and maintain reasonable 
standards of light within 
communities.

Although she won her case, the grandmother, who has 27 years of experience of working 
in childcare, says the row has put her off working in the industry. 


Mrs Swannick, who was a care assistant 
at Morda Pre-School, was made redundant 
by in April after four years of service. 

An employment tribunal last month 
ruled she had been unfairly dismissed. 

The tribunal held at Shrewsbury, ordered 
the committee to pay her £177 in holiday 
pay. 

Mrs Swannick said: “I was told in April I 
was being made redundant as many of the 
children at the pre-school would be moving 
to the primary school in the new term. 

“I felt it was unfair because the children 
would not be leaving until July.” 

The pre-school operates independently 
from the village’s primary school and is a 
charity run by parents. 

Mandy Parker, who was elected as Morda 
Village Pre-School chairwoman in Septem¬ 
ber, said: “We accept the finding of the tri¬ 
bunal and are currently in the process of 
updating our policies and procedure. 

“We would like to point out that this was 
due to a change in the admission procedures 
in primary schools throughout Shropshire.”

Insight on work of 
council company 

PEOPLE will be able to find out how Shrop¬ 
shire Council’s new company will work at a 
special meeting.

Cash support for a variety of local com¬ 
munity organisations will also be revealed 
at the meeting and future applicants are 
reminded that the closing date for the next 
round of grants is February 22. 


Councils may lose 
responsibility for 
running schools 


COUNCILS across Wales 
could lose responsibility for 
running schools as part of a 
Welsh Assembly review. 

Powys County Council, 
which was criticised by 
inspection body Estyn ear¬ 
lier this month, could lose 
power over education along 
with all other local authori¬ 
ties. 

Leighton Andrews, educa¬ 
tion minister, said a Welsh 
Assembly review into the 
local authorities had left him 
disappointed. 

Mr Andrews gave a state¬ 
ment to the Welsh Assembly 
saying: “I have given local 
authorities time and money 
to get their house in order, 
but the evidence is over¬ 
whelming that this has not 
occurred.” 

He said the ‘fragmenta¬ 
tion’ of education services 
with the creation of 22 coun¬ 
cils in the mid-1990s was a 
factor behind a downturn in 
performance by pupils a 
decade later. 

He said the Welsh Assem¬ 
bly launched a programme 
of reform in education fol¬ 
lowing disappointing results 
from an international com¬ 
parison of school standards 
in 2009. 


Local Education Authori¬ 
ties have been grouped into 
four regional consortia that 
have been charged with a 
responsibility to improve 
schools. They have been up 
and running since Septem¬ 
ber, but Mr Andrews told the 
Senedd chamber that ‘over¬ 
all progress is, to put it 
mildly, patchy’. 

Powys County Council 
said it would not be com¬ 
menting individually on the 
statement, but the The 
Welsh Local Government 
Association (WLGA) said it 
was ‘vehemently opposed’ to 
removing education from 
councils and that recently- 
introduced changes need 
time to bed in. 

Bob Wellington, WLGA 
leader, said: “This will fun¬ 
damentally damage the 
principle of local democratic 
control and accountability, 
and undermine the ability of 
local communities to shape 
the educational future of 
young people.” 

Two weeks ago, Estyn told 
Powys County Council to 
make ‘significant improve¬ 
ment’ to its education serv¬ 
ice. It has been monitoring 
the council since February 
2011.

fashion and music.

“I remember moving back to the UK and 
seeing snow for the first time when I was in 
Edinburgh.

After the project she continued working 
within the hot air ballooning industry as 
crew for advertising campaigns including as 
Michelin and the Financial Times and was a 
member of the first all-woman hot air bal¬ 
loon team for Fairy Liquid. 

She said: “This was a very exciting job as 
it took me to many interesting places 
around the world.” 

After her son, now 12 years old, was born 
she decided to re-train as a hairdresser at 
Oswestry and North Shropshire college, 
and then at Toni & Guy where she worked 
as top stylist. 

She said: “Everything I use in the salon is 
recycled, fairtrade and ethical where possi¬ 
ble. I have been brought up on good food and 
an ethical lifestyle and it felt only natural 
and essential to run my business this way. 

“Working from home allows me to run a 
business and be a mum at the same time. It’s 
worked out great and I am very pleased.”

Travellers' 
site plan 
opposed 
by council 

PARISH councillors have 
added their voices to grow¬ 
ing opposition to a plan to 
build a travellers’ site near a 
Shropshire golf club. 

Travellers Jerry and 
Michelle Berry are seeking 
planning permission to site a 
mobile home and a touring 
caravan pitch on a former 
rubbish tip opposite Henlle 
Park Golf Club in Gobowen. 

The couple’s bid is a 
revised application from one 
they submitted two years 
ago for a larger develop¬ 
ment. That was rejected by 
Shropshire councillors and 
an appeal was turned down 
by a planning inspector. 

The new application is 
smaller, but has attracted 
further complaints about 
the development, which was 
started without planning 
permission in 2010. 

Among the objections is 
one from Selattyn and Gob¬ 
owen Parish Council. 

Clerk Penny O’Hagan 
said: “The site was, for a 
number of years in the 
recent past, used as an 
uncontrolled tip and various 
unspecified materials were 
dumped into the area which 
may result in the seepage of 
noxious gases etc which may 
be harmful to persons resid¬ 
ing on the land.” 

The Berry family lodged 
the plans after claiming 
there was a shortage of sites 
in Shropshire. Shropshire 
Council hopes to determine 
the bid by December 10.

In September, the former 
Ifton Heath primary school 
and Rhyn Park Secondary 
School closed to be replaced 
by a new, all-age school, the 
first in the county. 

At the moment the lower 
school is still based at the 
Ifton Heath site by next Sep¬ 
tember the youngsters will 
move to an extended, Rhyn 
Park campus. 

Dangers 

This week governor and 
parish councillor Sue 
Schofield called on the 
leader of Shropshire Council 
to tackle the dangers that 
she says will face those 
infant and junior school 
pupils joining the older stu¬ 
dent who already have to 
walk from the northern end 
of the village to the Rhyn 
Park site. 

Councillor Schofield, told 
Councillor Keith Barrow 
that something must be 
done to stop speeding and 
widen the narrow pavement 
that links the linear village. 

“What is the point of cre¬ 
ating a ‘superschool’ if we 
cant get the pupils there 
safely,” she said. 

“We have approached the 
highways department but 
we can’t tie them down to 
saying they would get any¬ 
thing done.” 

She also called on police to 
station mobile police speed 
devices in the village to 
deter those breaking the 
30mph speed limit. 

Shropshire councillor, 
Steve Davenport, said: 
“There is definitely a prob¬ 
lem and there are pinch 
points along the road where 
something has to be done.” 

Police sergeant Scott 
Barnes said he would pass 
on the request for speed 
checks to local officers and 
community support offi¬ 
cers.”

Shropshire Council says 
Kinnerley has excelled in 
producing its plan and 
wants other villages to go 
down the same route.

A BID to install a cash 
machine at a post office in 
Gobowen has been granted 
planning approval. 

The move will provide a 
24-hour service and also pro¬ 
mote the use of other nearby 
businesses, a report to 
Shropshire Council said. 

A design and access state¬ 
ment in support of the bid 
said: “The ATM will provide 
a valuable amenity to the 
local community while help¬ 
ing the Post Office provide a 
24 hour service to their cus¬ 
tomers. 

“The Post Office ATMs 
provide various customers 
with a reliable and safe 
means of account and cash 
withdrawal facilities near to 
where they live. 

“This helps to improve not 
only the viability of this local 
Post Office but to encourage 
use of other facilities nearby. 

“An ATM installation can 
have a positive effect on the 
immediate location’s secu¬ 
rity and economics due to 
positive footfall in the area.” 

The statement added 
there was parking available 
at the Post Office on Whit¬ 
tington Road in Gobowen so 
there would be no negative 
impact on safety. And it said 
CCTV could be installed to 
increase security at the ATM 
location and ram raid pro¬ 
tection could also be fitted.

Stunning aerial spectacular 
interrupted squirrel search 


I FIRST saw it in the Lake District 
whilst searching for Red Squir¬ 
rels. As dusk approached the 
wave grew both in size and 
sound. From a ripple in the sky to 
an ebbing swell to a surging tor¬ 
rent. 

It broke upon the landscape like an 
inky rush, pitching and heaving. 

Sometimes convex and deep, sometimes 
concave; rearing and monstrous as if 
threatening to rise up and break in on 
itself, dashing its matter to smithereens on 
the lake’s surface below. 

However calling it ‘it’ would be a mis¬ 
take, for I was not watching a single being, 
but many thousands, all moving together 
in ordered chaos and frenzied harmony. It 
was December and I was studying a flock 
of starlings. 

Flapping 

For some reason, squirrels seem to have 
played a part in most of my starling career 
to date, for just the other day, I was watch¬ 
ing two greys sparring about a tree trunk 
in the woods around Crosemere. 

Dusk was almost upon me and as I 
turned to leave, a strange whirring sound 
accosted me from above. It was the flap¬ 
ping of thousands of pairs of little wings. A 
starling flock was making its way to the 
mere. 

I walked down to the water’s edge and 
stood to watch. As before, the murmera- 
tion grew and receded, swelled and with¬ 
drew in a series of bowls, bows, arcs, 
globes, globules, rhombi and sweeps. 
Every so often a larger bird or two could be 
seen in amongst the throng. 



They were crows and although I’ve 
never seen them attacking birds in flight, 
this appeared to be their aim. 

Then as the mass flew close to their 
reedbed ambition, a pointy-winged 
assailant darted from the lake-side trees. A 
sparrowhawk. 

As far as I could tell he was unsuccessful 
this time, but there would be many more 
chances. 

However, the spectacle left me confused 
as well as mesmerised. Why do starlings do 
this? 

Well, it’s obviously a predator-avoid¬ 
ance-system in one respect. It’s far harder 
for a falcon or a harrier to pick out one bird 
in amongst thousands; the same principle 
is at work on the plains of Africa with its 
zebra and wildebeest. 

But why the beautiful ballet, sycronised 
movement and pulsing surges before 
roosting? 

I suppose the birds are simply nervous. 
They will fly close to their chosen reed 
beds before entering, scoping them out for 
a final dash. 

En mass all the birds will then suddenly 
stop their ball and disappear within a few 
seconds into the reeds. 

Here they huddle together, gaining valu¬ 
able warmth and allowing their energy

reserves to build up, as well as gleaning 
information of the day’s best foraging 
spots. 

However, a word of warning; with so 
many birds completing their duties for the 
day and ‘relaxing’ as they fly over your 


head, a raincoat is definitely recom¬ 
mended!

Colourful character and town's 
stalwart hands over bakery keys

BACK in March 1980, the end of 
an era beckoned in Oswestry. 

The owner of a bakery - said to be the 
oldest family business in the town - was 
selling up. Mr J Ewart Francis was put¬ 
ting his bakery, grocery and health food 
business on the market because he 
wanted to retire and there was no-one for 
him to pass the business on to. 

The bakery in Welsh Walls was started 
by his grandfather more than 100 years 
previously, who baked almost right up 
until the day he died. Mr Francis took 
over from his father, who was a baker 
until he was 82. 

So what happened? Our second pic¬ 
ture, dating from a year later - March 
1981 - tells you. 

It shows Mr Francis handing over his 
wholefood shop key to Mr Michael Doyle, 
a local shopkeeper. 

But it was not quite the end as Mr 
Francis, who had recently celebrated his 
65th birthday, was to continue running 
the adjoining bakery, supplying bread to 
the shop and a market stall. 

Mr Francis was one of those characters 
who make towns more vibrant places by 
getting involved in town life and town 
issues. It was he who, in 1980, made 
approaches to the mayor asking about 
the possibility of Oswestry twinning with 
another town, leading to Oswestry forg¬ 
ing a twinning pact with Combs la Ville. 

And in 1972, when Oswestry seemed 
destined to be swallowed up by a north 
Shropshire super council in local govern¬ 
ment reorganisation, he dressed as King 
Oswald, the seventh century Christian 
king and legendary founder of the town,

and rode amid a motorcade to the Shire- 
hall, Shrewsbury, on horseback, in an 
unusual protest. 

In about 1970 he rescued Mrs Betty 
Bradfield when she floated two miles out 
to sea on an airbed off Harlech, where Mr 
Francis was a member of Pensarn Yacht 
Club. 

She was so grateful that she and her 
husband, although already parents of 
three, decided to adopt a baby and name 


her Julie Frances in Mr Francis’ honour 
and as a thank you for her life being 
saved. 

How Julie got her name was a 
favourite bedtime story and finally, in 
1975, the little girl, aged three, got to 
meet the man after whom she was 
named. 

“A normally chatty Julie, sporting pig¬ 
tails, declined to comment and disap¬ 
peared for a game of football,” a

newspaper report said at the time. But 
three years later he received a photo of 
her and a letter saying: “I love you 
because you saved my mummy.” 

Mr Francis was a D-Day veteran, 
albeit with a twist. A conscientious objec¬ 
tor, he was there as a volunteer with the 
Royal Army Medical Corps. He wrote a 
book of poems, in the preface of which he 
described how he helped to set up a field 
dressing station in an orchard, the con- 


key to Michael Doyle. 

stant bombardment creating a scene ‘as 
near to Dante’s Hell as the human mind 
could take.” 

He was one-time president of 
Oswestry and District Chamber of Trade 
and even provided food, from his shop, to 
a party of five people who were trying to 
sail around the world by catamaran. 

We don’t know if Mr Francis is still 
with us, but if he is, he will be aged about 
96 now.

Honda CR-V arrives in UK show¬ 
rooms, industry experts at CAP 
Monitor have announced strong 
residual value predictions. 

Based on a three years/20,000 mile per 
annum profile, CAP Monitor has estimated 
that the 2.21itre top-of-the-range EX manual 
model - expected to be the most popular - will 
achieve a 40 per cent residual value of its origi¬ 
nal PHD cost.

The CR-V has been a big success for Honda 
with over five million sold across the world 
since 1995 and fourth generation models are 
now on our roads. 



Building on the success of its predecessor the 
latest model has been given a complete 
makeover for the European market boasting 
better quality and refinement. 

For the first time, the CR-V will be offered 
with a choice of both two- and four-wheel drive 
on the 2.0 i-VTEC model, while improvements 
to the petrol and 2.2 i-DTEC diesel engines 
have achieved a significant reduction in carbon 
dioxide emissions.

Good used value for

There’s a big change up front where there’s 
a bolder nose section and although the CR-V's 
signature vertical rear brake lights, which 
debuted on the original model, remain there’s 
now a more three-dimensional style with large 
and bold wheel arches. 

With the rear seats folded flat, the boot 
capacity of the CR-V has grown by 148 litres to 
1648 litres and with the seats folded up, the 
boot capacity is a capacious 589 litres. A change 
in the design of the rear seats has allowed 
Honda to introduce 60/40 split rear seats, 
which can be folded flat in one swift movement 

The load length has been increased by 
140mm to 1570mm, while the height of the load 
lip has been reduced by 25mm to make it easier 
to load heavy items. The real news is in the boot 
where the CR-V can now accommodate two 
mountain bikes or four sets of golf clubs. The 
addition of a keyless entry system and power 
tailgate make it easier to use the boot space.

operates at up to 5 mph and works in conjunc¬ 
tion with the VSA and the MA-EPS systems. 

The new CR-V is also the latest vehicle to 
employ Honda's advanced driver assist system. 

ADAS incorporates lane keeping assist system, 
adaptive cruise control and a collision mitiga¬ 
tion braking system, which warns of a collision 
and even applies the brakes to minimise an 
impact. In an emergency stop situation, the 
emergency stop system will automatically acti¬ 
vate the brake and hazard warning lights and 
the lights blink rapidly to warn following vehi¬ 
cles that the CR-V is stopping abruptly, allevi¬ 
ating the risk of a collision. 

Under the bonnet there’s a 2.0-litre i-VTEC 
petrol engine or a 2.2-litre i-DTEC diesel 
engine. Both are a development of the engines 
found in the third generation CR-V but both 
have been comprehensively redesigned with a 
focus on reducing C02 emissions. 

Improvements in fuel economy and reduc¬ 
tion of C02 emissions have been achieved while 
the power and torque outputs of the i-DTEC 
engine remain at 150PS and 350Nm respec¬ 
tively, but the C02 emissions fall from 171g/km 
to 153g/km* (10%) for the manual version, and 
from 195g/km to 175g/km* for models equipped 
with the five-speed automatic transmission. 

The power output of the 2.0-litre i-VTEC 
engine has risen from 150PS to 155PS, while 
the torque has increased by 2Nm to 192Nm. 

Despite this increase in performance, C02 
emissions have fallen from 192g/km to 
174g/km* for the manual version, and from 
195g/km to 176g/km* for the automatic.

Changes to speeding laws 
could soon be on the way 



Caught on camera - driving at speeds over 90 mph can lead to an appearance before magistrates 


Plans have recently been 
announced by the Govern¬ 
ment to raise speed limits 
for HGVs, allowing them to 
potentially travel at 45mph 
or even 50mph on faster 
roads where the current 
limit is just 40mph. 

While the financial and time-saving 
benefits are obvious, the cycling lob¬ 
bies are, perhaps understandably, 
unhappy, suggesting that the change 
will result in more injuries and deaths. 

Combine that with the mooted pro¬ 
posal to adopt EU legislation of an 
automatic assumption of responsibil¬ 
ity of fault with the driver where there 
is a collision with a bicycle and a larger 


vehicle, and you have a recipe for dis¬ 
aster. 

Commit a motoring offence at the 
most serious end of the scale, such as 
death by dangerous driving, and it is 
treated, quite rightly, as a severe crimi¬ 
nal offence and will be dealt with as such. 

Yet things such as speeding, running 
a red light or even something as poten¬ 
tially trivial as performing an illegal U- 
turn will net you three points and a 
fine, all of which effectively happens 
outside of the criminal justice system. 

But there also exists a middle 
ground, where the upper end of the 
motoring offences scale starts to blur 
into the criminal system. 

Get caught speeding above 90mph 
and rather than getting a fixed penalty 
the prosecuting constabulary can 


choose to send you to the magistrate. 

You will have to make your case and 
while circumstances can be offered, 
you are at the mercy of the magis¬ 
trate’s discretion. Get banned, even for 
days rather than weeks, and the effect 
on your life can be dramatic. 

If the Government’s message is that 
speeding is wrong and dangerous, then 
we should be encouraged to drive to 
the best of our ability, not simply be 
punished for failing to do so. 

A year’s offence-free motoring could 
be rewarded by ‘positive’ points on 
your driving licence, and with backing 
from the industry that could net you a 
discount on your insurance premiums, 
or perhaps even an upgraded driving 
licence to reflect five or 10 years’ worth 
of trouble-free motoring.

FIFA red tape row forces league to cancel entire fixture list 

FEARS GROW OVER 
SUNDAY FOOTBAll 


SUNDAY football in the Oswestry area faces an uncertain 
future after a league was forced to cancel its entire fixture 
programme following a FIFA ruling on international clear¬ 
ance. 

Already, the Black Lion Colts have resigned over the situation while 
two other clubs, Oswestry Bell and the Oak Inn are contemplating their 
futures. 

Due to the Shropshire FA’s insistence that all leagues in the county comply with the FIFA 
ruling regarding international clearance, all fixtures in the Roche North Shropshire Sun¬ 
day League were called off last weekend - and have been suspended until Sunday, Decem¬ 
ber 9. 

And league secretary Roger Candlin admits the new ruling - that stipulates players can¬ 
not play football in England and Wales at the same time - has now cast a big headache for 
clubs, players and organisers alike. “It’s a crazy situation at this level of football, with play¬ 
ers either having a choice to play in Wales on a Saturday or England on a Sunday. We’ve

Morda face

fought our corner but the Shropshire FA 
insist we apply the FIFA ruling,” he said. 

“Under the ruling, several teams could 
not raise teams last Sunday, so it was 
decided to call off fixtures for two weeks to 
give them time to either gain international 
clearance or sign eligible players so they can 
continue in the league. 

“After Black Lion resigned, we’ve now got 
nine teams, and if we lose another two then 
it would not be viable to continue, but I am 
still optimistic that something can be 
worked out.” 

He added: “International clearance 
issues have been rumbling on since I took 
over as secretary 18 years ago, but have 
always gone away without any problems. 

“With our league more affected than most 
as we’re right on the border, there are a lot 
of grey areas, it’s not black and white.” 

The FIFA rule states that any player over 
the age of 12 who plays football in Wales 
cannot, in any circumstances, play football 
in England at the same time. 

Problems 

The North Shropshire Sunday League 
has approximately 60 players who either 
play or live in Wales. 

Other border leagues are also certain to 
be affected, including the Shrewsbury Sun¬ 
day League and the Mercian Regional 
League as they draw on players from both 
England and Wales. 

Candlin has been in contact with an FA 
member at Wembley who understands the 
difficulties, and says there will be attempts 
to work something out. 

“He can see the problems, but I don’t 
know what he can do as the directive has 
come from FIFA.” 

Black Lion Colts have resigned as they 
will be unable to raise a side, while Oswestry 
Bell and the high flying Oak Inn are also 
heavily affected as they have several players 
who either play or live in Wales. 

“It’s the league’s 40th anniversary next 
year but instead of celebrating that land¬ 
mark, it’s all we can do to hang on to the 
league,” added Candlin.
